On 
agéuint-.of--our- inability. to find_out the 
exact truth from either memorials or 
dserces' we have refrained from publishing 
anything concerning thisaflair, On the 22n 
of this month, howover, we found in the 
ofticial report from Sonchow, an item to the 
effect that tho Provincial Treasurer had 
issued a placard which contains this sentence, 
—'The Governor of. this Province has 
recoived an official despatchfrom Viceroy Tsu 
to deprive, Moh Chang-tszo of hie Shanghai 
magistracy and to have him sont to Nanking 
for examination; ordering Fon Shou-t‘ang 
to fill tho vacancy at Shanghai for the pre- 
| sent.”—But on what’ account Moh is to go 
to Nanking for oxamination we are unable 
to decide at the moment, aa rumours: are 
various in regard to the sudden removal of 
this official, who has served in one district 
for so'lung a tine, The following, however, 
are some of the’ reasons given. Moh is 
reported to havo grown old, and has not 
been vary clear in his judgmonta or very 
correot.in his decisions; hance, tho vulgar 
term him ‘Moh the stupid"; on this 
account perhaps his superiors think it best 
to take the office from him.

THE NEW JAIL AT HONGKONG. 
(ZL, & 0. apres.) 

Tho public of Hongkong have gained 
another victory by tho decision. of the 
Qolonial Ofice to reject the schemo for 
erecting a new jail on Stonecutters Island, 
and are now no doubt beginning to ox- 
perience a sense of reliof from the anxiety 
they have been labouring under for long 
with referenco to the affairs of the 
colony. The question of the now jail 
was one to which great opposition was 
offered, but it was strongly supported 
by Sir. John Pope Herinessy, who had 
set his mind on carrying it out, | For- 
tunately, however, it was necessary to sub- 
mit ‘the proposnl to the head-guarters, and 
owing, possibly, to what was known re- 
garding other similar schemes, the Secre- 
tary of. State,for the Colonics went deeply 
into the subject, with the result: mention. 
ed. It is stated that other arrangements 
are under consideration,. with tho view, 
no doubt, of increasing the efficiency of 
the jail as it exists, but the exact nature 
of the arrangemonts is not in any way 
indicated. Prison accommodation in the 
East is. an important matter, and the 
experiences of Singapore and Penang form 
a good guide as to the most preferable 
system, and as all the requisite information 
is to he easily obtained there will be no 
difficulty in deciding that point.

On 3ist May tho master in charge of tho 
Hu-lan Catholic school, by name ‘Huang 
Tez-han, arrived at Pi-yen-sii-sit (Province 
of Hei-lung Kiang) and informed the mis- 
sionarica that two of the persons ftom whom 
some ground had been purchased at Hu-lan 
had beon arrested. ‘These two porsons are 
Hon and Tou third, Fu, had escaped, 
The ground was bought. openly in the 
name of the Tien Chu ‘Tang. The Chief. 
Military Mandarin of the city, the Fu Tu-# 
t‘ung, wanted to force thi vendors , into 
returning the money which had beon paid, 
and threatened to tur them out of such 
possessions as they still retained. “In. con- 
sequence of auch threats, and to prevent if 
possible the sufferings of puor people whose 
only guilt was having yparted with their 
property fairly to Krench ~ ‘missionaries 
whose passports give them a perfect right 
to purchase, it was decided that Father 
Conraux should go to Hu-lan and -beg the 
Fu Tu-t'ung to await the result of an appeal 
to the superior authoritics, engaging that, 
ineanwhile, rather than that innocent coun- 
trymen should be punished, no building 
should be put on the acquired. territory. 
The origina! owners of the ground, Yit aud 
Kuoh, hud been commpelted by the Mandarin 
agents to institute a Jaw-suit against Hou, 
Tou, and Fu the sellers, so ay to prevent the 
erection of any building, even for an or- 
dinary residence, and the Fu Tu-t‘ung had 
announced the boginning of such lawsuit 
officially, The Governor of Pa Kuei was 
mado ucqtiainted by the missionarios with 
all these transactions carly in May. No 
roply has beon received, but from what his 
inetructions to tho Fu Ta-t‘ang of Hu-lan 
have evidontly boon you will see ‘that the 
Governor has incurred gravoresponsibilitics 
anent the sad events which I shall endeav- 
our to describe, ‘ 

Father Conraux arrived at Hu-lan on 3rd 
June, and resided in a small house or 
tenement, 20ft. x I8ft., cunsisting of two 
com nents, ond used as a schocl for the 
children of newly-made converts. This

(Revised January ist, 1882.) 


In the following Statements and Tables 
the Ratea are given in cents, and aro, for 
Letters pe half owe, for Books and 
Patterua, per taco ounces. 


Newspapers over four ouncos in woight 
are charged as double, treble, é&c., ns the 
case may ba, but such papers or packets of 
papers may be sont at Book Rate; Two 
Rowepapers must not be folded together-as 
one, nor nust anything whatever be inserted 
except bond fide Supplements. Printed 
matter may, however, be- enclosed, if the 
whole be paid at Book Rate. Prices Cur- 
rent may be paid either as Newspapers or 
Books. 

Commercial Papers signify such papers 
as, though Written by Hand, do not bear 
the character of an actual or personal corre- 
spondence, such as invoices, deeds, copied 
music, &e. The charge on them is the same 
as for books, but, whatever the weight of 
a packet containing any partially written 
papor, it will not be charged loss than 5 
cents. 


- The sender of any Registered Article 
may accompany it with a Return Receipt 
on paying an extra fee of 5 cents, 

Tho limit of weight for Books and Com- 
mercial Papers to Foreign Post Offices is 
4 lbs. Patterns for such offices are limited 
to 8 ounces, and must not exceed these 
dimensions; 8 inches by 4 inches by 2/ 
inches.
